Europe last year, addressed the convention in advo­ 
cacy of the system. 
“As a result of European investigations by the 
American commission, a bill has been introduced in 
Congress providing for a Federal system of rural 
credits,’' said Col. Weinstock. “If this bill should 
pass, it will be efficient, but, it seems to me that, 
as far as California is concerned, it is not efficient. 
We can materially supplement Federal action and 
expediate a system of rural credits by self-help and 
self-reliance.”

Trade Balance Comes Our Way 
Exports at ten principal American ports for the 
week ended Nov. 7 exceeded the imports by more 
than $10,000,000, the Department of Commerce an­ 
nounced on Thursday, although there were but Ave 
business days that week because of elections. The 
imports totaled $26,129,895 and the exports were 
$36,645,767, leaving a balance of trade in favor of 
the United States of $10,515,872. 
More than $3,000,- 
000 was collected in duties. 
Boston, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, New Orleans, Galveston, San Francisco, 
Seattle, Buffalo and Detroit furnished 
the record. 
Those ports handle 85 per cent of the customs. 


Do Not Expect Too Much 
“Too much should not be expected of the opening 
of the Reserve banks,” said J. M. Elliott, president 
of the First National Bank of Los Angeles. “They are 
designed primarily to assist the current business 
transactions of buying and selling of merchandise, 
and while the good effect of the law’s provisions will 
eventually be felt by the whole community, those 
who expect that dealing in real estate, stocks, bonds 
and the like will be immediately affected favorably, 
will be disappointed. 
The rules formulated by the 
Federal Reserve Board in Washington for the gov­ 
ernment of the regional banks show that it is intend­ 
ed gradually to enlarge the sphere of these banks, 
and that the board will take no position from which 
it may later have to recede.” 


Public Must Pay W ar Tax 
Under the Emergency War Tax law telegrams are 
taxed one cent per message.'This is assessed against 
every message and Hie public will have to pay it 
The W estern Union Telegraph Company has sent 
the following to all offices of the company: 
"The tax of one cent per message is to be collected 
by the local office on each sent paid or received col­ 
lect message of eleven different classes, including full 
rate and night rate telegrams; day letters and night 
letters; cablegrams, full rate and deferred; cable let­ 
ters and week-end letters; press messages; money 
transfer messages; received collect messages of all 
classes, and wireless messages of all classes.” 


New Power Line 
The Nevada Valleys Power Company, which will 
distribute power conserved at Lahontan dam, has be­ 
gun work on the construction of a service line from 
Lahontan into Rochester, Nevada. It is expected to 
complete this line by January 30th. 
The route will 
be by way of Hazen and Lovelock. 
A contract al­ 
ready has been made to supply the Cowan mill at 
Rochester, and other mills and mines will be supplied 
also. The cost of the work will approximate $220,000. 


Oil Now Contraband 
Great Britain has decided to declare oil contra­ 
band of war as it has copper. 
Little concern is 
felt among California oil producers and refiners over 
the action. 
No California oil products are shipped 
to Germany or other European countries at war; 
the fuel oil is shipped to Chile, Guatemala and 
British Columbia; the refined oil almost entirely to 
the Orient. 


Standard Tank Farm 
The Standard Oil Company of California has al­ 
most completed the storage facilities on their tank 
farm between the Buena Vista and Elk Hills In the 
Midway field. 
There are three more tanks to erect 
and when these are completed the capacity of the 
storage plant will be 1,500,000 barrels. 


American Bank in Argentine 
The National City Bank of New York on Monday 
opened the first branch of an American National 
Bank to be established in a foreign country.

was their branch in Buenos Ayres, authority for the 
opening of which had been granted by the govern­ 
ment of Argentina. 


New Mexico Irrigation Project 
One of the most important irrigation projects in 
New Mexico is that of the Settlers Ditch and Reser­ 
voir Company of Carson, Taos county.

to construct the system.
